DARLINGTON RURAL DISTHICT COUNCIL. 
GENTLEMEN, 


Due to the increasing pressure of 
work on the Public Health Department of local 
euthorities, and the need for strict economy in 
paper, the Minister of Health deems that interin 
reports should only be made for the year 1959. 
This, my ninth annual report, is not, therefore, 
published to each member of the Council, and only 
Geals with matters that have effected the public 
health during the year. Preservation of all 
records will therefore be filed and full report 
given at the termination of the war. 


DIPHTHERIA 


14 Cases of diphtheria were noti- 
fied, as against 26 cases last year. These 
occurred et the early part of the year and vere 
mostly confined to the Middleton ST.Georze erea 
and followed on an outbreak of the disease in the 


‘previous year. Many of the cases occurred at the 


Dinsdale Park Residential School for mental 
defectives. 


In & special report to the Council, 
I stated that the outbreak was sporadic and at no 
time was it considered epidemic. Each case was 
thoroughly investigated as to the likely origin of 
the disease. Five of the cases cecurred among 
adults. 


The total number of children 
attending Middleton St.George Council School in 
July 1956, when the Council put in force their 
immunisation scheme, was 241, and of these only 77 
were immunised, so that many children remained un- 
immunised. Since then 32 children have been 
immunised, but to make a thorough success of any 
scheme, it is essential that a regular campaign 
should be made. 


Amongst the children notified as 
suffering from diphtheria, none occurred in an 
immunised child.

Steps were taken by the County

EVACUATION 


On the outbreak of war 1,196 children 
and mothers with children were evacuated into this 
district and were distributed in the villages through- 
out the area. Apart from an outbreak of scabies and 
impetigo, the heaith of these children was very 
satisfactory, and from a heaith point of view, 
children greatly benefitted by the change. 


An investigation shewed that the out- 
break of scabies and impetigo did not originate among 
the evacuce children but revealed that thewe had been 
an outbreak in a tenement house in the village before 
evacuation took place. Altogether nine evacuee 
children were affected, and eight of these were 
removed to hospital for treatment and the other was 
taken back home. All precautions were taken as to 
disinfection of clothing and biankets, and by the end 
of the year, the district was free from the disease. 


A clinic was opened by the County 
Council at one of the schools in the district and 
frequent exeminations of the children were made. 


MEASLES 


An outbreak of measles occurred when 
7l cases were notified. 


Apart from this, I cannot say that 
the health of your district has in any way been 
affected differently to previous years and cannot 
say that any matters arising out of the war have 

fected the health of the district. 


WATER SUPPLY 


The supply of water from the well at 
Heighington became very low and water was to haul 
to the village. The linking up of this village to 
the Durham County Water Board's area of supply wiil 
remedy any future failure of this supply. 


At the same time ea supply will be 
furnished to the village of Redworth which is at 
present supplied from a well, the water from which 
is not very satisfactory. 
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The village of Aycliffe is now 
supplied in buik through the Tees Valley Water 
Board's mains. This ample supply now replaces 
the supply from the bore-hole which supplied the 
Village and failed during the previous year. 


It is fortunate that these supplies to 
the villages were available, as the evacuation 
scheme put a further strain on the old supplies. 


The scheme for the supply of water from 
the new bore-hole at the village of Great Stainton, 
has had to be abandoned until after the war. As 
the supply from the well is unsatisfactory as 
regards quality, I sam recommending the installation 
of a small chiorinating vclant until the new scheme 
can be proceeded with.
